RADIOS ON STREETS. 
DISTURBERS OF PEACE 


City Counselor So Holds, and 
Orders Smmonses Issued 
: on Complaints. 


The raucous Dblare and hubbub 
broadcast into the downtown sec- 
tion through loud speakers placed 
in store entrances to attract pas- 
sersby constitute a genera]  dis- 
turbance of the peace, City Coun- 
selor Muench decided today. He 
ordered his assistants in the Mu- 
nicipal Courts Building to issue 
Police Ceurt summonses for dis- 
turbance of the peace complaints 
against such noises. 

Heretofore complaints against 
the radio noises have been made 
to police. Under City Counselor 
Muench’s ruling they may be tak- 
en to the Associate City Counselors 
in the Municipal Courts Building, 
who are instructed to issue Police 
Court summonses if the complaints 
are corroborated. 

Police Judge Rosecan recently 
discharged a defendant who was 
brought into his court on a charge 
of disturbing the peace, based on 
a complaint against a street pro- 
gram that continued all day, the 
City Counselor said. 

However, he believes if neigh- 
borhoods disturbed by the noises 
will send delegations to the Police 
Court to testify to the effect of the 
ceaseless repetitions of jazz music 
and confused sputterings upon 
nerves and office efficiency the 
peace disturbance charge wil] be 
effective. 

The general peace disturbance 
ordinance forbidding “loud and 
unusual” noises has been invoked 
to stop the crowing of roosters, 
saxophones and other sound pro- 
ducers, but thus far the City Coun- 
selor’s office has not used it to 
suppress a radio.

State Ought to Have Two 


Governors, One to Tend 
to Job, Other to Be 


Entertained, He Remarks.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., April 13.— 


Gov. Smith of New York .arrived 
here today for a vacation, his first 
to be spent in the South. He 
detrained at Biltmore Station in 
the suburbs where he was greet- 
ed by several thousand persons 
and after a brief welcoming cere- 
mony went to Biltmore Forest 
Country Club which will be his 
headquarters here. 

In high spirits over the pros- 
pect of a rest after the strenuous 
legislative session at Albany, Gov- 
Smith found that elaborate ar- 
rangements had been made for his 
reception and comfort. Citizens 
of Asheville and _ surrounding 
country turned out to extend a 
Southern welcome in such num- 
bers that they thronged the plaza 
nearby. 

As the Governor's train traveled 
through Western North Carolina, 
crowds of men, women and chil- 
dren were at every station. Those 
at a number of points found that 
the Democratic presidential can- 
didate is a late riser and failed to 
see him. 

Waves His Brown Derby. 

The crowd on the plaza was 
held back by ropes but when Gov. 
Smith’s automobile came to a stop 
it broke through and surged near 
Looking around with 
a broad smile he remarked as he 
held up his hat: “So I wouldn’t 
disappoint you, I brought 
brown derby with me.’’ 

“This is my first visit to North 
Carolina,” he Governor went on, 
“the first time in my life that I’ve 
been this far South. In my long 
and busy career, I have never had 
time to do much traveling around 
—unless it was to attend a national 
convention. In fact, if it hadn’t 
been for the national conventions 
I doubt if I’d ever got out of my 
native State of New York. 

“Last June I went to Canada for 
the first time. I went up there to 
meet the Prince of Wales and to 
participate with him in the official 
opening of the International Peace 
Bridge. 

A Working Man’s Job. 

*My job in New York is a work- 
ing man’s job. It means long 
hours and night and day  per- 
formances. As a matter of fact, 
we need two governors in New 
York, one to attend to the business 
and government details and the 
other to do the traveling around, 
officiate at the laying of corner- 
stones, christenings and _ such 
functions and to attend the din- 
ners and Rotary Club and civic 
luncheons. I think too that this 
Governor should be supplied with 
plenty of evening clothes and a 
pass on all the railroads. 

“During 1927 I received so many 
invitations and appeals to attend 
social and public functions that I 
decided to suggest an amendment 
to the original plans about fr2e 
railroad passes and propose thit 
this Governor No. 2 be furnisned 
an airplane. The New York rail- 
roads only run a mile a minute, 
and this Governor could never hope 
to make all of his appointments at 
such a slow speed. 


“I left New York yesterday for 
a vacation, after seven months of 
rather strenuous work. I was 
awakened this morning by some af 
my friends in Dixie with welcom- 
ing programs—a good beginning 
for the first day of my vacation. 

“All my life I have enjoyed see- 
ing people, meeting people and 
talking to them. I am highly hon- 
ored by this cordial reception. I 
feel already that I’m going to have 
a wonderful time down here in 
your midst, 


Compliments North Carolina. 

“Under the tutelage of Senator 
Gerry, I have been learning much 
about North Carolina on my way 
down. Your highways are superb. 
I see that you are building th 
same kind of roads in this State 
that we've been building in New 
York. Such highways as I’ve seen 
are proof of great progress. I nev-

Prior to that, her estate had been 
appraised at $1,800,000. Besides 
the $1,000,000 left for the hospital 
building, her will had included 
other specific bequests amounting 
to $270,000, besides 53 annuities of 
$25 to $500 a month. 

No Maintenance Fund. 

No provision was made for a 
fund to maintain the hospital after 
it was built. When final settlement 
of the McMillan estate was in view, 
Dr. Marriott was asked about the 
prospects for the new hospital and 
replied that it might still be a mat- 
ter of years, unless the Rqckefel- 
ler philanthropies elected to give 
the institution a fund for research 
or further endowment came by in- 
dividual gift. 

This St. Louis need has come to 
the atention of the General Educa- 
tion Board, the organization which 
distributes the Rockefeller mil- 
lions to educational institutions, 
It is expected at its meeting next 
month to consider giving the uni- 
versity more than $750,000 to en- 
dow operation of the new hospital. 

The board is not likely to hesi- 
tate to meet a situation of this 
sort. It already has liberally en- 
dowed like departments here, hav- 
ing found that the university meets 
its requirements in research. The 
most recent example is its en- 
dowment, jointly with the late 
Edward Mallinckrodt and his son, 
Edward Mallinckrodt Jr., of 16 
Westmoreland place, of a $1,000,- 
000 radiological institute, for 
which a four-story building is to 
be erected at once in the university 
group. The General Education 
Board generally requires that a 
third of the total gift .come from | 
private sources. 

The probable head of the Mc- 
Millan hospital and professor otf 
ophthalmology in the university 
is Dr. Harvey J. Howard, who re- 
cently arrived in St. Louis after 
many yéars of eye work in China. 
Since 1918 he has been chief oph- 
thalmologist of Pekin Union Medi- 
cal College, founded by the Rock- 
efeller Foundation, and is inter- 
nationally known for his profes- 
sional writings and research. If 
ear, nose and throat work is in- 
cluded in the scope of the hos- 
pital, a man of like standing in 
those branches will be appoint- 
ed. 

Captured by Chinese Bandits. 

Dr. Howard's harrowing eperi- 
ences as a captive of Chinese ban- 
dits for 67 days were related at 
first hand in the Post-Dispatch 
Sunday Magazine Jan. 24, 1926. 

Dr. Howard's degrees’ include 
A. B., University of Michigan ,04; 
M. D., University of Pennsylvania, 
08, and Oph. D., University of 
Colorado, '18. He was ophthalmic 
surgeon at New York Eye and |} 
Ear Infirmary in 1909 and 1919, 
head of the ophthalmology depart- 
ment of .the University Medical 
School, Canton, China, in 1910 to 
1913, and in Canton Christian Col- 
lege and Canton Hospital from 
1912’to 1916; fellow at Harvard of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, China 
Medical Board, in 1916 and 1918, 
teaching in Harvard Post-Graduate 
Medical College in 1917 and 1918.

ALFRED DU PONT 
SISTER SUED FOR 
£50,000 SLANDER 


Alleged by Washington | 
Woman to Have Linked 
Her Name With That of | 
Clergyman. |

WASHINGTON, April 13. -—- A 
$50,000 slander suit filed by Mrs. 
Maude B. Ford, wealthy real estate 
dealer, against Margaret du Pont 
Lee, sister of Alfred du Pont of 
Wilmington, Del., involving the 
Rev. W. T.. Reynolds, Episcopal 
clergyman, has startled church and 
social circles. 

In her declaration Mrs. Ford 
alleges statements made by Mrs. 
Lee imputed misbehavior to the 
plaintiff, connecting her name with 


that of the rector. She added that 
Mrs. Lee’s remarks resulted in 


damage to her reputation among 


her friends and business and 
church associates. 
Remarks Made in Church. 

Mrs. Ford asserted the remarks 
of Mrs. Lee were made Feb. 5, last, 
during a healing service at St. 
Paul’s Episcopal Church. The 
declaration sets forth that the re- 
marks objected to were made in 
the presence of several persons at 
the church. In fact, Mrs. Lee was 
said to have arrived a little late 
for the service and to have said 
in an audible tone that Mrs. Ford 
was “no good and now she’s got 
him,” and later to have told mu- 
tual acquaintanles that Mrs. Ford 
was “an immoral woman.” Mrs. 
Lee also is alleged to have declared 
Mrs. Ford “got the rector drunk.” 

The Rev. Mr. Reynolds former- 
ly was rector of Grace Church in 
Georgetown. He resigned from 
that charge some time ago. The 
Rey. Dr. A. A. McAllum, rector of 
St. Paul’s yesterday said the Rev. 
Mr. Reynolds is not officially con- 
nected with that church, but for 
nearly a year has been granted the 
use of the church to hold Sunday 
eveniny healing services. Dr. Mc- 
Allum added that the mission work 
of Mr. Reynolds at St. Paul’s has 
betn unusually successful. 


Pastor Fails to Appear. 

During Lent the Rev. Mr. Rey- 
nolds also held healing services 
Thurs@ey mornings. Members of 
his healing mission yesterday wait- 
ed in vain for him. Later it was 
explained that his absence was due 
to a misunderstanding, he having 
been under the impression that the 
Thursday morning services would 
be discontinued after the close of 
the Lenten season. 


“Mrs. Lee’s libelous statements 
were prompted by jealousy for the 
position of prominence which Mrs. 
Ford had reached in mission 
work,” the Rey. Mr. Reynolds said 
yesterday. “Her statements are all 
false.” 

The Episcopal clergyman  4an- 
nounced he likewise would file a 
suit against Mrs. Lee, whom he ac- 
cused of having followed a con- 
sistent course of “hounding and

The rector explained his mission 
work had brought him into fre- 
quent association with Mrs. Ford, 
whose duties in that connection 
consist of helping in the Sunday 
evening services and calling upon 
the sick.

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ASKS $200,000 OF CONGRESS 
FOR SON’S DEATH BY ALCOHOL 


Liquor Was “Poisoned by Order of 
Secretary of Treasury,” Kansas 
City Woman Says.

WASHINGTON, April 13. — As- 
serting that her son had died from 
drinking officially poisoned alcohol, 
Mrs. Isabell C. Allen of Kansas 
City, Mo., today petitioned Con- 
gress to appropriate $200,000 for 
her use.. 

The petition, the first of its kind 
ever received by Congress, was iaid 
before the Senate by Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes and was referred to 
the Claims Committee. 

Mrs. Allen, who gave her age as 
56 years, set forth that her son, 
Wellington J. C€. Allen, 37, died 
last Oct. 20 “after partaking of 
industrial alcohol asa beverage, 
said alcohol having been poisoned 
by order of the Secretary of the 
Treasury.” 

The mother said her son had 
been her sole support, and since he 
had died from drinking a beverage 
poisoned by the Government, she 
was entitled to relief.

U. S. Tentatively Rests 
Case After Seeking to 
Show $25,000 Payment 
for Fall’s Trip to Russia. 


GOVERNMENT WOULD

Bribery Indictment Against 
Oil Magnate’s Son Drop- 
ped—tTestimony of H. 
M. Daugherty Read.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The 
Government tentatively rested its 
conspiracy case against Harry F. 
Sinclair today, after making two 
offers of evidence upon which 
Justice Jennings Bailey will not 
rile until Monday. The exclusion 
of those items of proof would 
mean that the prosecution’s case 
is complete, except for evidence 
which will be introduced in re- 
buttal. 

The unexpected brevity of the 
Government’s testimony was due 
chiefly to the omission from this 
trial of all reference to the Con- 
tinental Trading Co. Ltd. of 
Canada, by whose corrupt opera- 
tions Sinclair assembled the Lib- 
erty bonds with which he bribed 
Secretary of the Interior Albert 
B. Fall for the lease on Teapot 
Dome. . 
Doheny Jr. Indictment Dropped. 

Immediately after resting their 
case, the Government prosecutors 
dismissed the bribery charge pend- 
ing against Edward L. Doheny Jr., 
who, with his father, E. L. Do- 
heny Sr. and Fall, was accused 
in connection with the celebrated 
$100,000 “loan,” which the elder 
Doheny sent to Fall just before 
obtaining a lease on the Elk Hills 
naval reserve. Young Doheny 
carried to Fall the little black bag 
containing the $100,000. 

Doheny Sr., and Fall were ac- 
quitted of the conspiracy charge, 
but bribery indictments still remain 
against them. 

Prosecutor Owen J. Roberts had 
announced to the Court that he 
would call young Doheny as a wit- 
ness against Sinclair, to tell about 
the “‘loan,”’ to show that Fall wasin 
the habit of obtaining large : ims 
from the oil magnate to whom he 
leased the naval reserves. He ar- 
gued that Fall, in obtaining the 
Doheny “loan,” engaged in “a 
course Of conduct which goes to 
characterize the nature of his 
transaction with Sinclair,” and, 
therefore, is proper evidence in the 
present trial. 

The defense offered strenuous 
objections to this evidence, and 
Justice Bailey rese-ved he ruling

In 
the second instance, Fall was pre- 
paring to accompany Sinclair on a 
trip to Russia, to seek oil conces- 
sions. Sinclair paid him a retainer 
of $10,000, but Fall insisted on an 
additional “advance” of $25,000. 

Sinclair sent it to him in Liberty 
Bonds, and Fall gave his note, not 
to Sinclair, but to the late Col. J. 
W. Zevely, Sinclair's personal at- 
torney. 

The defense argued that since 
this transaction occurred four 
months after the Teapot conspir- 
acy is alleged to have ended, it 
could not be introduced as evidence 
of the conspiracy. Here, again, 
Roberts argued that it showed a 
corrupt policy on Fall’s part, espe- 
cially as to Sinclair, and thus col- 
ored and characterized his other 
dealings with Sinclair. 

After Justice Bailey had ad- 
journed the case until Monday, 
Roberts nolle-prossed the charges 
against young Doheny in the brib- 
ery case.

John C. Shaffer, publisher of the 
Chicago Post; former Gov.

Brooks of Wyoming, and Leslie A. 
Miller, Cheyenne, Wyo., oil opera- 
tor, were among ‘those who 
testified to efforts they made to 
Ohtain information from Secretary 
Fall or his office regarding the 
possibility of leasing Teapot Dome.

Bremen’s Sister Ship Alighting at 

Field Gives Crowd False Hope.

MITCHEL FIELD, N. Y., April 
13.—A crowd of about 1000 per- 
sons broke into cheers and rushed 
the police lines guarding the fly- 
ing field this morning when a plane 
the watchers thought to be the 
trans-Atlantic Bremen swooped to 
the ground. 

When the plane proved to be 
the Junkers C-38, sister ship of 
the Bremen, arriving from Curtiss 
Field, one mile away, the crowd 
retreated from the field. 

Among the watchers to arrive 
early at the field were Acting Con- 
sul-General Gustave Heuser ~ and 
Consul Eugene Klee, in charge of 
aeronautics for the German con- 
sulate. 

The Junkers C-38 was piloted 
from Curtiss Field by Fred Mel- 
chior, representing the Junkers 
firm ‘in America. Hertha and 
Erhardt Junkers, daughter and 
manufacturer, were 
passengers and planned to go aloft 
to meet the Bremen if word should 
be received that it was approach- 
ing. The C-38 is owned by the 
German company and is the only 
Junkers kept in this country. 

Eight automobiles arrived un- 
der police escort bearing Grover 
Whalen, representing Mayor Wal- 
ker, and representatives of German 
and Irish societies and the Ham- 
burg American and North German 
Lloyd lines. The crowd grew in 
size steadily all morning. 


Among the watchers at the field 
were three relatives of Capt. Koehl, 
chief pilot of the Bremen—Prof. A. 
J. Koehl, New York music teach- 
er, an uncle of the aviator, and his 
two children, Alfred and Margaret. 

Two German Klemm flivver 
planes with adjustable fins at the 
wing tips arrived at the field with 
“Welcome Bremen" painted on 
their sides.

President ‘‘Disingenuous”’

here last night before the Harvard 
Democratic Club, Senator Walsh 
of M@ntana, chief investigator of 
the oi] scandals, charged President 
Coolidge with a “disingenuous” 
effort to minimize the effect of the 
scandals on the Republican party 
by laying part of the blame on the 
Democrats. 

Walsh said in effect, though not 
in so many words, that what Sena- 
tor Robinson of Indiana was now 
trying to do, namely, to smear oil 
on the Democratic party, had a 
precedent in the attitude of Cool- 
idge toward the investigation. 

By clear implication he laid at 
the door of the President a large 
part of the responsibility for the 
apathy of a large section of public 
opinion toward the ‘“shocking”’ 
conditions of corruption revealed 
by the Senate investigation. After 
speaking of the “callous indiffer- 
ence’’ of the business world toward 
the exposures, Walsh said: 

“Evidently in the hope that some 
of the odium of the leasing of the 
oil reserves might be lifted from 
his party, the President, in an- 
nouncing his purpose to employ 
special counsel to recover them— 
after learning that the committee 
had in executive session directed 
one of its members to present to 
the Senate and urge the passage of 
a resolution directing him to do so 
—said, in connection with the an- 
nouncement of his intention to en- 
gage a Democratic and a Republi- 
can lawyer, ‘I understand men are 
involved who belong to both politi. 
cal parties.’ 

Attempt to Minimize Scandal. 

“The obvious effect of such a 
determination by the chief execu- 
tive was to give more or less im- 
plied sanction to the contention 
that the affair was primarily a 
political quarrel, and consequently 
not to be taken too seriously. 

“Though the black satchel and 
its contents in crisp bills to the 
amount of $100,000 had already 
passed in review, the President 
took occasion to allay any undue 
haste in arriving at the conclusion 
that there was any wrong doing 
on the part of his trusted Secre- 
tary of the Interior by adding 
that: 

“Tf there is any guilt, it will 
be punished; if there is any civil 
liability it will be enforced; if 
there is any fraud it will be re- 
vealed, and if there are any con- 
tracts which are illegal they will 
be canceled.’

“A more recent attempt has 
been made thus to delude the pub- 
lic into the belief that its wrath 
should not be visited solely upon 
the Republican party because Mr.

Clair had given to the Republican 
National Committee bonds in an 
amount not even approached by 
other contributors, which bonds, 
like those going to Fall, came from 
the same Continental Trading Co. 

“It was only by bare accident 
that it came to light that Mellon 
knew of the remarkable liberality 
Of Sinclair to the Republican com- 
mittee. The fact was not even 
disclosed to the Senate committee 
which had solicited aid of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in its task 
of tracing the bonds and was as- 
Sured by him that the Secret Serv- 
ice would be at its command. 
While the subordinates of the Sec- 
retary were delving through heaps 
of coupons and laboriously endeav- 
Oring to trace them to any of the 
parties Cancerned in the Continen- 
tal Trading Co. deal, the head of 
the Treasury was possessed of in- 
formation that would have enabled 
the committee promptly to account 
for at least one block of $160,000.

CHARGE HOOVER 
USURPED POWERS 


‘Not the Slightest Essence 
of Truth,” Agricultural 
Secretary Writes New 
York Farmer.

WASHINGTON, April 13. — A 


strong defense of Secretary Hoov- 
er against charges that he has 
usurped some of the powers of the 
Agriculture Department and other- 
wise has worked to injure ‘the 
farmer was made today by Secre- 
tary Jardine. 

In a letter dated April 11 and 
made public today, the agriculture 


Secretary told Charles 8. Wilson, 
former commissioner of agriculture 
of New York State and now a far- 
mer at Hall, N. Y., that “there is 
not the slightest essence of truth 
in these charges and I would re- 
sent them if they were made with 
honest intentions.” 

Wilson, under date of April 10, 
had written Jardine saying he had 
heard the charge made that “Mr. 
Hoover, as Secretary of Commerce, 
has encroached upon the work of 
the Department of Agriculture and 
in other ways has hindered the 
operation of your department in 
the interest of the farmers.” 

“Entitled to Know Facts.” 

“Tt has been my feeling,” Wil- 
son said, “that these charges were 
made for ulterior motives, but I 
have come to the conclusion that 
the farmers of New York State 
and of the country at large are de- 
serving of a frank statement from 
you, for these charges involve that 
branch of the Federal Government 
designed to render. service to 
American agriculture.”

“Under normal circumstances,” 
he wrote, “I would not ‘dignify 
these attacks, but I have come to 
the conclusion that the farmers 
of this country are entitled. to 
know the facts because these 
charges seriously reflect upon the 
work of this department and the 
20,000 splendid people who are 
listed on its rolls, 

“Hoover Always for Farmer.” 

“During the three years tn which 
I have been Secretary of Agricul- 
ture I have enjoyed the whole- 
hearted and sympathetic support 
of Secretary Hoover in all matters 
pertaining to the administration of 
the Department of Agriculture, and 
his actions always have been in the 
interest of the department’s work 
and of the American farmer. In 
fact, the records show that in many 
instances in which the work of the 
two departments was involved he 
was actually partial to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.” 

Calling attention to the fact that 
much has been made of a state- 
ment that Hoover desired to ab- 
sorb the foreign service work of 
the Agriculture Department, Jar-

the corporation’s activities, and in 
hostility to the civil authorities, 
military organizations are estab- 
lished and maintained, with arms, 
regalia and equipment, with offi- 


cers of varying rank and military, 
titles; these officers being bound 


to obey without question, the com- 
mands of the superior officer in 
authority of the plaintiff corpora- 
tion. : 

“That under the direct authoriza- 
tion of the principal officers of the 
klan in the State, men are desig- 
nated for punishment, 


any legal charge being preferred 
against them, and without a hear- 
ing or trial, in open and flagrant 
violation of the Constitution and 
laws of the land.” 

Dr. Evans, “imperial wizard’’ of 
the Ku Klux Klan, was a surprise 
witness in the case today. 

After stating that he had held 
the office ox “imperial wizard” 
since 1922, Evans was told by John 
H. Connaughton, kilan attorney, 
that Clarence W. Ludlow, former 
Dallas klansman, had testified that 
in. 1920 the fate of a Negro had 
been debated in the Dallas lodge 
and that later the Negro was takén 
out, tarred and oiled, then set on 
fire. 

“No such occurrence ever took 
place,” said Evans. 

He declared that in the fall of 
1920 there were no klansmen in 
Dallas. He said the first klans- 
men were taken into the order 
there in 1921. 

Denies Practically All Charges. 

The “imperial wizard” entered a 
denial of practically all the charges 
entered by the defense against him 
and the klan. 

Asked by klan counsel if 
ever presided as “exalted cyclops” 
where whippings and “other oper- 
ations” were discussed, Evans’ an- 
swer was halted by an objection 
Which was sustained. 

Evans said he was at Carnegie, 
Pa., in 1923, when a riot occurred. 
He said the klansmen had no legal 
authority to parade, and he told 
them not to parade. He said he 
informed them they needed no per- 
mit to parade as American citi- 
zens, but that it would be unwise 
to do so. He told them if they 
paraded to raise their visors. He 
said he made no speech there and 
did not see any klansmen armed. 

Asked by klan counsel! if he had 
remarked that the riot and the 
killing of a klansman at Carnegie 
would add 25,000 members to the 
order, he said he never made such 
a remark at any time. 

Denies Ordering Flogging. 


Asked if he was present when | 
a white man was flogged over a 


barrel at Dallas, he said no, add- 
ing that he had never ordered 
such a thing done in his life. 

He denied there was a “black 
robe” or “night riders’’ gang in 
the klan. 

On cross-examination Evans 
said he was “emperor of the invisi- 
ble empire” and head of a klan 
patriotic organization which was 
military in form. He said that at 
a Buckeye Lake (O.) meeting of 
the klan, some men in black robes 
came to him and offered their 
services to the klan. They were 
not connected with the klan. He 
thanked them for the offer, but 
did not see them again, Evans said. 

Asked if Charley Lewis, Paul 
Winter and other Philadelphia 
klan officers met him in Washing- 
ton to discuss “black robe and 
night riders,” tarring and feather- 
ings, and the blowing up of Catha- 
lic churches and homes, he said 
“No,” adding that he never in his 
life ordered such bombings.

Ledger made his affidavit to the 
American consul at Funchal, Ma- 
deira, where he is now living.

“Small consul (Mills) made ‘vig 
palaver and Missi cry. Sometimes 
Missi cry with her mouth like 
someone hurt. In bathroom Missi 
cry with eyes. Small consul push 
Missi so she fall down. Hear plenty 
palaver but see nothing else.” 

Boyma, a Vali boy, said in his 
deposition that he heard “many 
big palavers,” and said that ‘Missi’ 
was often in tears. 

Messenger, a Sierre Leone doy, 
said he “heard plenty noise. in 
bath room and small consul say 
open door for Missi, she live in- 
sid-."’

GETS TWO YEARS ON. 


Sam Tocco, Reputed Russo 
Gangster, Who Twice Jumped 
Bail, Is Given the Limit. 


A reputed Russo gangster g0t 
the limit of two years in the peni- 
tentiary for carrying a concealed 
weapon by a jury in Circuit Judge 
Killoren'’s court, today. 

He is Sam Tocco, 24, of 1407 
Carr street, .sho describes himself 
as a fruit merchant. Tocco was 
brought to trial after 15 continu 
ances of his case and after he had 
twice jumped his bond. He was 
surrendered by his bondsman yes- 
terday and Judge Killoren ordered 
him to jail to await trial. 

The State showed that Sept. 7, 
1926, Tocco was riding with Ben- 
nie Giamanco, Itallan gangster. 
afterwards assassinated at Sixth 
and Chestnut streets, City Detec- 
tives Frank Williams and Charlies 
Shelton stopped their automobile 
at Twelfth boulevard antl Chestnut 
street and found two pistols in the 
Tocco and Giamanco 
arrested. Giamanco stood 
was sentenced to six 
months in the Workhouse and 
fined $500. His case was awaiting 
decision on an appeal when he wae 
Slain in the Cuckoo-Italian gang 
war. 

Tocco was defended in court to- 
day by Tom Rowe Jr., who recently 
filed as a candidate for Circuit 
Attorney on the Democratic ticket. 
The defense was that the pistols 
belonged to Giamanco and were 
not concealed. 

Tocco filed motion for a new 
trial and was réleased on $5008 
bond, pending a hearing.

His organization did not prepare 
the matter, he said. He denied 
that the Illinois committee op- 
posed the Walsh resolution. He 
said the committee was against the 
principle of Government owner- 
ship. . 

Employes Used in Campaigns. 

McGregor testified that the Joint 


Washington, the National Electric 
Light Association, the American 
Gas Association and 28 State com- 
mittees worked together in hand- 
ling publicity against the principle 
of Government ownership. He 
added that men and women em- 
ployes of utility companies were 
organized to create friendliness to- 
ward their companies in their tom- 
munities. 

Few methods of disseminating 
information favorable to the utility 
companies are passed up, McGreg- 
or testified.

him that there was a lack of text- 
books on public utilities and ask- 
ing him to prepare material for e 
book and offered to help market 
it. 

‘The Illinolgs committee also en- 
couraged the founding of public 
utility courses in universities.

ROBBER GETS 8 YEARS 
FOR ATTACKING JAILER 


Doctor Testifying Paul Lewand- 
oski Is Insane Vexes Court 
and Is Fined. 


Paul Lewandoski, 22-year-old 
holdup man, who, with a compan- 
ion, beat a city jail gtard into in- 
sensibility last. June 6, was sent- 
enced to eight years in the peni- 
tentiary last night in Circuit Judge 
Rutledg’s court, after being con- 
victed of assault with attempt to 
kill. The jury fixed his sentence. 

Counsel for Lewandoski, a bar- 
ber by trade and former owner of 
a Cass avenue second-hand store, 
pleaded the youthful robber was 
insane when, with. Cecil Hood, an 
accomplice, he attacked City Jailer 
Primavesi with a mallet the day 
before going to trial on three rob- 
bery charges. The latter are still 
pending against him. 

The jury deliberated an hour and 
a half, before fixing Lewandoski’s 
punishment at six years above tne 
minimum two-year sentence for 
the offense. 


Dr. R. E. Keaney, a physician 
with offices in the Carleton build- 
ing, drew the ire of Judge Rut- 
ledge when, after stating his opin- 
ion that Lewandoski was insane, 


man should be sent to an asylum. 
Judge Rutledge previously had 
ruled the physician would not be 
allowed to state where he believed 
the defendant should be confined, 
although he might give his opinion 
as to sanity. 

Dr. Keaney ventured 2 statc- 
ment that he had “rights in court 
just as much as the _ presiding 
Judge,” and when Judge Rutledge 
countered with a warning that the 
physician might be fined, D<s. 
Keaney said: “I don’t care what 
you do.” 

“You are fined $25," Judge Rut- 
ledge said. 

Members of Lewandoski’s fam- 
ily testified that the defendant 
‘had been subject, from infancy, 
to brain disorders. ‘Testimony was 
introduced revealing the defend- 
ant’s long list of juvenile crimes.

FNE GIRL STOMAWAYS

systems of child discipline, Alida 

E. De Leeuw, specialist on child 
education and training, tells par- 
ents, in the May McCall’s, to ex- 
amine themselves, watch treir own 
step and leave the rest so Nature.

“A great deal of thought is given 
nowadays as to the right method 
of making children good. Parents 
and teachers lay down for them- 
selves quite elaborate systems by 
which they will foster good habits 
of body and mind in. the little 
ones. But to my mind it would be 
a much more effective expenditure 
of thought and time if these same 
grown-ups would examine them- 
selves and watch their own step, 
leaving Nature's method of close 
imitation to work the wonder in 
the child.

OR many years the dwarf peas. 

grown without any support, 

have practically driven the tall 
or brush peas out of the home 
garden. Now that the develop- 
ment of gardening has shown con- 
clusively that even the dwarf va- 
rieties are much better and give 
larger crops if given support, the 
brush pea is coming into its own 
for it is very little more trouble 
to put up a three-foot wire fenc- 
ing for them to climb than it is to 
put up an 18-inch strip. In the 
older days the Marrowfat was a 
standard type of brush pea but 
newer, sweeter and better types 
have replaced the old-timer to a 
great extent, although we now 
have improved forms of the Mar- 
rowfat. 

While the dwarf peas are indis- 
pensable for the earliest crop, for 
the mids:2son amd late crops the 
brush types are most satisfactory. 
Their chief advantage is a much 
heavier yield with as fine quality 
as the dwarf varieties furnish, big- 
ger pods, and a much longer bear- 
ing season. 

The support should be _ given 
when the peas are planted so that 
they may start their upward career 
at once, They should be given 
rich soil and should be liberally 
fertilized. Some expert pea grow- 
ers say that the vines should be 
three inches apart for their fullest 
and best development and _ that 
thick sowing is a waste of seed and 
an injury to the bearing ability of 
the vines. . 

The brush peas are self-protect- 
ing in one respect. The pea de-

Joseph Leiter, Chicago mer- | 
chant prince and millionaire, 
famous also for his hospitality, 
has long had distinction among 
his friends as a bon vivant. He 
has now a wider fame as collec- 
tor of recipes and as the author 
of a cookbook which he has pub- 
lished for private circulation. 
Permission has been given by 
the author for pudfication in 
the Post-Dispatch Daily Maga- 
zine of his favorite recipes. Here 
are some of them. Others will 
be published from time to time: 


WHITE ROUX. 

1 tablespoon butter, 1 tablespoon 
flour. 

The white roux is made exactly 
like the brown roux, only that che 
butter and flour are put simul- 
taneously in the saucepan, and not 
allowed to brown. 
then is moistened with a little broth 
or boiling water, and allowed to 
boil a few minutes, until thick. The 
white roux is the foundation of all 
white sauces, or those containing 
milk or cream. It is also used in 
nearly all purees. In the Sauce 
Veloutee it should be colored. 

BROWN SAUCE 
(Sauce Espagnole) 

1 pound of neck or brisket of 
veal, bones of beef, 1 gallon water, 
2 tablespoons lard, 44 can mush- 
rooms (or % can truffles), 2 car- 
rots, 2 tablespoons flour, 2 cloves 
garlic, 1 herb bouquet, lemon juice. 

Clean a quantity of bones, put 
them in a gallon of boiling water 
and make a strong consomme, sea- 
soning well with salt and pepper. 
Take a piece of the brisket, or 
neck, of the beef (or veal) and 
roast rare so that the blood spurts 
cut when pricked with a needle. 
After roasting cut it in pieces about 
one inch square. Take two table- 
spoons of lard and three of flour 
and brown slightly, stirring all the 
time. After browning add the wa- 
ter of the consomme, which has 
been reduced to about half a ¢gal- 
lon, pouring it in slowly and stir- 
ring constantly. Then add all the 
meat you have cut. Add the car- 
rots, one onion, the garlic, the herb 
bouquet (thyme, parsley and bay 
leaf) and let the whole boil well 
for two hours, stirring every few 
minutes until reduced to tt.e con- 
sistency of starch. Then strain 
through a sieve, season to taste, 
and set back on the stove to cock 
a few minutes longer. Taste, and 
if sufficiently seasoned, take it off 
and allow it to get cool. This 
sauce is then used as a foundation 
sauce, and will keep at least one 
month in the climate of New Or- 
leans if put in a cool place in win- 
ter or in the icebox in summer. 
To complete the Brown Sauce, or 
Sauce Espagnole, use some of the 
above with broth, half a pint of 
foundation sauce to one tablespoon 
of broth. Set this to boil and add 
the mushrooms, or truffles. This 
sauce is used for all meats, fish or 
fowl, and is served hot. 

WHITE SAUCE. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
butter, one and one-half table- 
spoons flour, one-half cup water 
or white broth, salt and pepper to 
taste. 

Blend the flour and the butter in 
the saucepan without browning in 
the least. Add by degrees the boil- 
ing water or white consomme of 
veal or chicken, stirring until 
smooth, and then boiling three 
minutes. Salt and pepper to taste. 
Add the juice of half a lemon. If 
the sauce is to have other ingre- 
dients it should be the consistency 
of thick starch to begin with. 

BUTTER, MAITRE D’HOTEL. 

Mash together one teaspoon fine 
herbs, 200 grammes butter, the 
juice of half a lemon, a pinch of 
Salt and a pinch of nutmeg.

Five pounds rump of beef, 5'| 
pounds bones, 2 calves’ feet, 1 large 
herb bouquet, 1 stalk celery, 3) 
large carrots, salt and pepper to 
taste. 

Glace is the foundation for all 
sauces for roasts, fillets, etc. In 
other words, it is Liebig’s Beef 
Extract, which every housekeeper 
may make and keep on hand for 
gravies and meat sauces. 

Roast the beef rump brown, but 
rare, chop in smal] pieces and put 
in a pot with two gallons of water. 
Add to this the bones and calves 
feet, all raw. Then add the herb 
bouquet, carrots and celery. Lef 
the whole come to a boil. As the 
scum arises skim it off and then 
season with peppér and salt .0o 
taste. Let it boil till reduced to 
one quart. Strain this and it will 
make a jelly or glace, when cold. 
Do not add any flour or grease. 
The good Creole cook considers it 
little short of a crime to put flour 
into gravies for roast or broiled 
beef.
